The Kaye hotel at Kaye's park, Lake 
Geneva, Wis., has been sold and the old 
land mark will soon be a thing of the 
past, as the structure is tube torn down 
and the lumber used in the erection of 
several cottages. 

The November estimate of the corn 
yield in Wisconsin is 6^,600,000 bushels. 
This estimate is made by the federal de- 
partment of agriculture. This same 
department reported a little over 40,- 
000,000 bushels of corn in 1915. 

Tke estate of Charles Harkness, of 
New York city, paid an inheritance tax 
of $35,564.66 to the state. Harkness 
owned stock in the Chicago and North- 
western road and in the Milwaukee 
Electric Railway and .Light company. 

Practically one-third of the sugar 
beet crop of the United States for 1916 
has been raised in Colorado, The state's 
output of beet sugar in 1916 will be ap- 
proximately 261,200 tons— the beet crop 
itself being in excess of two million 
tons. The acreage harvested is in ex- 
cess of 190,000 acres. Farmers will re- 
ceive an average price of $6.38 per ton.

The Lake County board of Supervis- 
ors went on Record Wednesday after- 
noon as being opposed to the large as- 
sessment placed against Lake county 
and the town of Warren for the con 
struction of the proposed viaduct under 
the St. Paul tracks at Gurnee. 

Members of the board decided that 
the proper course of action is to appear 
before the state utilities commission 
and enter an objection . to the order 
which provided that the town of War- 
ren should pay 20 percent, the county 
20 per cent and the railroad 60 per cent. 
The order provided also that the town 
of Warren shall stand any damages that 
may accrue as the result of the con- 
struction work and also shall pay for 
the paving of the roadway. 

Supervisor Bairstow, thought that the 
order imposes too much of an assess- 
ment on both the county and the town 
of Warren and voiced his objection. 
Supervisor Webb thought the county 
should join with the town of .Warren 
officials in making the fight. Supervis- 
or Clark said that when the viaduct was 
put in at Highland Park the railroad 
comtlnny atood the entire cost of the 
viaduct and all that the city had to pay 
was half the cost of paving the road- 
way, He thought that the county and 
town both should put put up a fight. 
He said that many viaduct cases are 
pending all over the country and the 
railroad evidently wishes to put in the 
viaduct at Gurnee in the manner pro- 
vided to establish a precedent. 

It was decided tc find out the status 
of the case immediately and make ar- 
rangements to fight the ruling of the 
commission. ______

The f fputch Gap" long the dream of 
farmers in the towns of PleasantPrairie 
and Bristol became a reality whe\v the 
work of the contractors was accepted 
and the drainage ditch was opened and 
waters from Kenosha county started on 
their long trip to the Gulf of Mexico.- 
Water drained from the low- lands of 
Kenosha county, into the four-mile long - 
ditch will be taken to Mill creek, and . 
through this creek to the Illinois river 
through which it will reach the "Father 
of \Vaters""and through the Mississippi 
into the Gulf Mexico. The official name 
of the great drainage canal is ''The 
Bristol Drainage Ditch." Work was 
started on it in the early part of the 
summer by Contractor S. A. Knobloch ^j^ 
of Niles, Mich., and the work has beeri 
completed in an unusually short time. 
The cost of the ditch in Kenosha coun- 
ty is $14,622 and this will be paid by the 
farmers of the district whose lands 
have been benefitted by the ditch. The 
ditch is a little over two miles long in 
Lake county and the cost has been pro- 
vided for by interested parties. More 
than fiftt-en years ago the farmers in . 
the town of Bristol began the discus- 
sion of- the work of reclaiming thous- 
ands of acres of land by providing for a 1 
draininge ditch. Then the proposed 
ditch was dubbed the "Dutch Gap" and 
under this name it had been known 
since. Several efforts were made to 
secure the setting aside of a ditch to 
build the canal but these plans failed to 
work out in the courts and it was not 
until this year that an agreement was 
reached among the land owners ■'by.-- 
which contracts for the work could be 
let. 

It is declared that the ditch will drain 
more than two thousand acres of land 
in Kenosha county. None of this land' 
is now suitable for cultivation and with 
the proper drainage it ib declared that 
it will become some of the most valu- 
able land in the county. The ditch ia 22 
feet in width throughout its course 
through Wisconsin and Illinois. 

In Kenosha county, it extends from 
the Wilmot road to the state line. 

The completion and acceptance of the 
ditch was quke an occasion among the 
land owners in the. town of Bristol, 
There still remains a number of bridges 
to be built in connection with the water 
way but these are to be put in under 
the direction of the town officers of the 
town of Bristol. 

Contractor Knobloch has established 
a record for work of his kind as, the 
contract was carried out to. the letter 
and within the time stated in it.

It was as 
an offensive leader, as a driver of 
men ,bo powerful that his reserves 
coul(T,not keep up with the success- 
fully ^smashing attacks of the first 
line,, that Petaln won his first promo- 
tion out of the ranks of 
colonels shortly after the 
gan. 

It was at Dlnnnt that, revolver in 
one hand and whip in the other, he 
led his regiment In a charge that won 
for him the rank of brigadier. This 
was In August, 1914, in the blackest 
dnys of the war. 

A year ago last September General 
Petaln, now commanding u great 
urray, surpassed even his former rec- 
ord when, in 24 hours in the Cham- 
pagne offensive, he advanced more

Paris, Dec. 13.— Germany's reply to 
the Swiss note regarding, the deporta- 
tions In Belgium makes It clearly 
understood that Switzerland has no 
ground for Interfering with events In 
Belgium unless her of -n interests are 
affected. 

Berlin, Dec. 12, by wireless.— 
Switzerland's minister at Berlin, 
while In conversation with Chancellor 
von Bethmnnn-Hollwog, says the 
Overseas News agency, declared that 
rumors of trouble between Switzer- 
land and Germany growing out of 
the transportation of Belgian work- 
men to Germany had Impressed the 
Swiss population. 

The chancellor stated that the gov- 
ernor general at Brussels would re- 
spect the wishes and Interests of neu- 
trals while carrying out the deporta- 
tion measure. 



Washington, Dec. 11.— A note to Ger- 
many protesting against the depona- 
tiou of Belgians for forced labor was 
contrnry to all precedents ami humane 
principles of International practice was 
made public on Friday by Hie state' de- 
partment. 

The note was cabled to Chaw Grew 
at Berlin on November 20, the day Ain- 
bassudor Gerard discussed the subject 
with President Wilson, with liistruct- 
tlons that he read It to the German 
chancellor personally. 

In making it public, the state depart- 
ment announced that the Interview had 
taken place, but said nothing about re- 
sults. 

The text of the protest follows: 
, "This government of the United 
States has learned with the greaiest 
concern and regret of the policy of the 
German government to deport from 
Belgium a portion of the civilian popu- 
lation for the purpose of forcing them 
to lnbor in Germany, and Is constrained 
to protest in a friendly spirit, but most 
solemnly against this action, which is 
In contravention of all precedents and 
of those principles of international 
practice which have long been accepted 
and followed by civilized nations in 
their treatment of noacombatants In 
conquered territory. 

"Furthermore, the government of the 
United States is convinced that the ef- 
fect of this policy, If pursued, will In 
all probability be fatal to the Belgian 
relief work, so humanely planned and 
so successfully carried out, a result 
which would be generally deplored and 
which. It is assumed, would seriously 
embarrass the German government." 

Senator Lodge Introduced a copy of 
resolutions adopted by the American 
Bights league at Boston, condemning 
the deportation from Belgium of non- 
combatants and calling upon congress 
"to support the president of the United 
States in every measure he undertakes 
to maintain America's traditional po- 
sition as the friend and the champion 
of all the oppressed." 

Berlin, Dec. 11.— The Gorman gov- 
ernment Issued a statement on Friday 
in explanation and Justification of the 
transfer of Belgian laborers to Ger- 
many.

The capture of Ploechtl, on the rail- 
way running north from Bucharest, 
cuts the main line of retreat for the 
Boumaninn urmies operating In the 
Bucharest region. The ofllcial state- 
ment does not Indicate whether the 
entry of the Teutonic forces into Bu- 
eharest and Ploechtl was simultane- 
ous. The capture of Ploechtl before 
that of the cupltal would be far more 
serious for the Boumanlans. 

The taking of Bucharest virtually 
completes the conquest by the Teu- 
tonic forces of the southern section of 
the Boumanlan kingdom, embracing 
territory of more than 50.000 square 
miles.

[Enormous Mass of Campaign Literature Sent Out 

NOTJOII white paper, In strips nine and a half Indies wide, to circle the 
enrtli live times ami still leave a surplus was used to print political 
speeches mnilc by members of congress and sent out from the government 

printing olllce for use In the late cam- 
paign from June 1 to October 1. 

The eampalKn was remarkable for 
the use of literature and for the pub- 
licity given to speeches, prophecies and 
statements by political leaders on both 
sides. Figures obtained at the govern- 
ment printing olllce show that, from 
June 1 to October 1, 48,0()O,00O copies 
of speeches of senators aad repre- 
sentntlves and political lenders were 
printed for dlstrlbutloa. Taking three 
feet of paper ns nn nverago for the 
amount used In each speech, a grand total of 114,000,000 feet, or l'2r»,:W7 
|miles, of punor were used In printing these speeches. Some of the speeches, 
however, ran 30 feet long, and three feet per speech Is considered a very 
(conservative estimate. 

In printing this vast number of speeches, all of which appeared at one 
Itlme or aiVbther In ' the Congressional Record, It Is estimated that 3,000 
pounds of Ink were used und 000 pounds of pusto In putting the pages to- 
gether. The labor Involved In the printing of the speeches cost about $5,000 
ami the puper "used $-13;000. 

Of course, the members of congress themselves, the campaign com- 
mittees and IndlvlduVils paid for the printing of these speeches. So the cost 
of the labor, the pnper, the Ink, the paste, etc., was not charged up to Uncle 
Sam. Hut there are certain features of the business of printing and circu- 
lating such speeches which must bo chnrged to the government, among them 
the transmission of the speeches through the malls free under, frank— no 
small Item. Also, the work of printing reports for the government depart- 
ments was delayed along with other government work while the speeches 
for campaign use were rwled out by the mile. 

Goddess of Liberty on Capitol Is 53 Years Old 

OX TT1E second of December the Goddess of Llbertyr which surmounts the 
dome of the capital, was fifty-three years old. The average woman of fifty- 
three, although a bit reconciled to her age, tries In many little wuys to make 
her friends think she Is just a few 
years younger, but Miss Columbia can- 
not resort to n subterfuge of this sort, 
for both her age and weight are fully 
known. 

She was erected In 1S03, when 
Washington was under military rule 
during the Civil war; she was the work 
of Thomns Crawford, the sculptor, and 
was cast at IMudonsburg. Md. She Is 
made entirely of bronze, and the 
points of her crown are tipped with 
gold. The statue weighs 14,085 pounds 

and Is 10, feet Inches in height. The history of the goddess. Is an Interest- 
ing -one. The statue was cast In live sections, which were placed together 
under the -direction of un Italian. The tusk was so skillfully executed that 
It was Impossible to discern the cracks. When It was desired to take the 
statue apart In order to get It up on the dome of the capltol a negro, recently 
emancipated, offered to find the sejuns. He adjusted block and tackle ami, 
after much twisting and turning, his efforts were rewarded and the God- 
dess of Liberty showed her seams. So, after romnlnlng a year In front of 
the capltol, she was placed on top of the dome and a national salute of 13 
guns was llred simultaneously by 13 stations In honor of Miss Columbia. 
She bus 'b°cn struck by lightning several times, but, as she was fully pre- 
pared for sucli an emergency, no damugc was done.

One of the chief delights of the work 
of raising bulbous plants is that al- 
most any novice ought to make a suc- 
cess of the venture without trouble. 
There Is no particularly Intricate de- 
tail to mnster and no unusual condi- 
tion to face. 

One does not need a greenhouse, or 
a sun parlor, or yet the south window 
to make the bulbs, do their duty. In 
the ordinary house the flowers will 
thrive on precious little care. Of 
bourse if the house, or room, has a 
lower temperature than the ordinary 
living room heat the plants profit. The 
advantage Is particularly shown after 
the bulbs begin to form tops because 
the sturdy growth and longer life of 
the Individual flower Is assured. 

la the high temperature the blooms 
will come sooner, but they will not last 
so long as those that thrive la a tem- 
perature of from five to ten degrees 
less and If they can bo kept between 
00 and 00 degrees the ndvantage Is still 
more marked. 

The novice in bulb culturo has the 
pleasing assurance that he does not 
have to feed the plants. This is one 
reuson why good results enn be ex- 
pected without expert knowledge. The 
mnn who grew the bulbs attended to 
this detail, for ns a s matter of fact 
the bidhs nre only specialized buds, 
charged with food for the reproduction 
of the plunts that they contain In their 
elementary form. The novice should 
supply the conditions that are favor- 
able to growth. 

These are a notable medium for the 
development of roots, such as sand, 
moss or soil, a favornble temperature 
and, at the beginning, darkness. 

The question of fertility need not be 
considered. Bulbs will grow even 
nmong charcoal or pebbles If the other 
conditions are propitious. The most 
important thing Is to choose good 
bulbs. This, of course, Is a matter 
largely of confidence In the character 
of the dealer who sells them. The 
price Is no criterion because some of 



the low-cost bulbs are just as good 
as their higher-priced fellows. The 
best gauge is the weight of the bulb. 
The heavier the bulb the more likely 
It Is to give proper reward for the 
pains of handling it. 

Ripening of bulbs to be ultimately 
placed in garden borders Is often 
profitable. While bulbs grown In the 
greenhouse or in the home do not often 
make as good plants the ' first year 
after being forced as the new bulbs 
will produce, in another year or two 
they will do well In the garden border. 

The ripening process consists only 
In keeping the plants growing well 
after they flower until their leaves be- 
gin to turn yellow. Then they should 
be watered with care, taking pains not 
to use too much water. When the 
green has disappeared from the leaves 
the pots should be laid on their sides 
In a cool, shady place until the soil 
has become as dry as dust. Then the 
bulbs should be separated from the 
soil, the trash cleared away and you 
are ready to store them in a dry, airy 
place until autumn, when they may be 
planted out of doors.' It Is useless to 
try to grow them In the house a second 
time. They will not produce good flow- 
ers twice In succession. - 



At Age of Twenty-Nlne Man Who Qav© 
Secret Service Many Years of 
Worry Now Faces Peniten- 
tiary Sentence. 

Washington.— -His career ended at 
twenty-nine, II. It. Wilken faces a 
penitentiary sentence of anywhere up 
to fifteen years when he Is tried at 
San Francisco for counterfeiting. But, 
while he may drop out for a time, be 
will have left behind hlin a lot of vis- 
iting curds— in the form of the most 
nearly perfect counterfeit $1, $5 and 
$10 bills ever shoved across a counter 
in payment for a small purchase, ac- 
cording to the secret service. / 

Wilken was arrested at Santa Cruz, 
Cal., by secret service men, who claim 
to have obtained a confession during 
a subsequent trip to San Frnnclsco, 
where he Is held for trial. When he 
landed In jail secret service men, from 
Chief Flynn down to the newest oper- 
ative, heaved a long, deep sigh of re- 
lief. 

Wilken Is a young man. Where he 
started the police do not know. The 
first time the secret service ever heard 
of him was when particularly excel- 
lent counterfeit bills began coming to 
the treasury from banks all over the 
country, which had accepted them as 
genuine. The chase for their manu- 
facturer sturted. It led the secret 
service throughout the country sev- 
eral times and ended in Santa Cruz. 
Trail of Counterfeits. 
For some years Wilken flitted gaily 
about from town to town, the service 
snys, leaving In his trail all sorts of 
counterfeit bills. The first charged to 
him were $1 bills, made of two sheets 
of paper pasted together, with the 
familiar strands of silk In between. 
Lots of the bills were found, and many 
worthy citizens who tried to use them

After a Long Chase. 
Wilken was caught after years of 
search, during which it Is declared he 
circulated counterfeit bills of the face 
value of over $100,000. And if he 
hadn't stayed at the little town of 
Santa Cruz, where persons who spend 
one type of bill are easily found, he 
might not have been arrested. In 
larger cities the bills always had been 
discovered days or weeks after they 
had. been dumped on the town. 

It is believed by many that "Wilken 
has the secret of making the "distinc- 
tive" paper used by the government 
for Its notes. Some of his bills are 
believed to have been raised from 
smaller ones, but many of them, al- 
most impossible to detect, bear the ap- 
pearance of having been made from 
"distinctive" paper of nnnuthorlzed 
manufacture. Such bills are expensive 
to make ; hnir as In the case of many 
counterfeit gold coins, sometimes 
worth $3.50 where $5 Is the represent* 
ed value, there Is a margin of "profit.*' 
Wilken himself, from his photo- 
graphs, Is highly artistic. . ITo looks 
like an Italian, with big dark eyes, an 
exceptionally high and broad forehead, 
a small black mustache over a small 
mouth, and dark features. Altogether 
ho bears a really good resemblance 
to portraits of Poe. If the secret serv- 
ice stories are accurate, he drove, aft- 
er his own fashion, almost as good a 
pen.

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PLANT A PARASITE 

Mistletoe, Christmas Decoration, 
Lives Off Other Trees. 
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Fastens Itself Upon Host Where It 
Thrives and 'Destroys — Difference 
Between American and Euro- • 
pean Varieties. 

HE mistletoe season 
Is at hand, and a 
great numy thoughts 
are being given to' it 
and a greut many re- 
ferences, m humorous, 
scmihumorous and 
sentimental, arc being made to it. 
Many boughs, branches und pendants 
of this beautiful and mysterious plant 
are being severed from -the oaks and 
other trees and now hang f row chan- 
deliers, gas burners, door jambs or 
other places where women • and young 
giris may pass beneath It. 

A. great deal has been learned about 
mistletoe by the botanists, and yet 
there, is much about the curious plant 
which the wisest men do not know. 
The variety with which people are ac- 
quainted is u parasite, yet it is not 
altogether a parasite. 
' William L. Bray, un Investigator In 
forest pathology for the Department 
of agriculture, has written this for the 
Washington Slur: 

"The plunt 1r n parasite. It fastens 
Itself upon Its host, the tree, pene- 
trates Its tissue and draws nourish- 
ment from It, deforming It and sapr 
ping Its vitality. Yet the mistletoe Is 
a green, "leafy plunt; that Is, It pos- 
sesses the pigment chlorophyll, which 
gives the green color to normal veg- 
etation. Some of 4he tropical species 
of mistletoe bear leaves as large as 
those of the Amorlcnn elm. 

•The pmsence of green leaves in- 
dicates that, the mistletoe has the 
power, which Independent green plants 
everywhere possess, of constructing 
organic foodstuffs, \ such as starch, 
out of Inorganic compounds — carbon 
dioxide and' '.wutoD— utilizing sunlight 
as the sourVe of energy In the proc- 
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A Sprig of Mistletoe. 

ess. It is, therefore, only partly a 
parasite so far as dependence upon 
a host for food Is concerned, but ap- 
parently none the less harmful on that 
account. It secures from Its host only 
what the normal shrubbery plant de- 
rives from the soil, namely, water and 
certain necessary mineral constituents. 

"Imagine a grapevine or u trumpet 
creeper, while retaining its folluge, to 
sever connection with the soil and to 
thrust rootlike outgrowths Into the 
body of the 'tree to which it clings, In 
order to ubsorb from the tree what 
before It absorbed from the soil. This 
would represent the relation which 
mistletoe sustains to Its host." 

It Is interesting to note that there 
are points of difference between the 
American mistletoe und the European 
mistletoe, to which such u wealth of 
legend und romunco attaches. But the 
points of difference are not Import- 
ant, and the American is very like 
the European mistletoe in Its uppear- 
unce and Its habits of life. The name 
"mistletoe*" was long ngo applied to 
the mysterious parasitic European 
shrub to which centuries later Lin- 
naeus gave the. name vlscum album. 
• Since that time related species have 
been found In nearly all parts of the 
world, especially In the warm coun- 
tries. The family of mistletoes is 
now known to be a large one, em- 
bracing more than six hundred species. 
It has been written that In the course 
of botanical explorations In the west- 
ern hemisphere numerous representa- 
tives of the family were found, and 
among them was one which so close- 
ly resembled the original mistletoe 
that It was given the generic name of 
vlscum, with the sped he designation 
ot "flnvescens," and one early botan- 
ical explorer, the celebrated Thomas 
Walter, called the specimens which he 
found in the Carollnas vlscum album, 
under the impression that they were 
ideutlcal with the European -plant. .

It Is 
of printed Japanese cotton, lined with 
plain sllkalene. When the two materi- 
als have been sewed together the four 
points of the square are turned over 
the smaller of two oval embroidery 
hoops, and the second hoop is plnced 
over It. A Japanese tassel, on a silk 
cord, Is placed at each side. The 
cords, caught hetweon the hoops, form 
the hangers by which the bag Is sus- 
pended from a hook or from any con- 
venient support. Japanese prints come 
in designs f strong, bold colorings, 
nnd are artistic and attractive.

FIRST TO ENTER GORITZ 



Waves Flag From Roof of Railroad 

Station and Brings Comrades — His 

Camera Taken for Bomb 

by Austrians. 

Koine. — One of the stories of hero- 
Ism and bravery that Is on everyone's 
lips is of Sub-Lleuteuu'ut Barur.zi, a 
modest young man, nineteen wears old, 
who has been awarded the gold medal 
for valor. With only three men he 
captured an Austrian detachment of 
four officers nnd *JOO soldiers In- 
trenched under a railroad bridge, and 
afterward he entered Gorltz and hoist- 
ed the first Italian flag over the city. 

All attempts to Interview Lieuten- 
ant BnruzzI and make him tell his own 
story proved fruitless. Like all reul 
heroes he is very modest, and when 
asked for an Interview he replied that 
lie was very busy and, besides, he had 
nothing to say. A general finally came 
to the rescue of the newspaper men. 
He Invited the lieutenant to dinner and 
made hlmtalk for the benefit of the 
public. This Is the story Lieutenant 
BnruzzI told the general : 

"I was out of the lines In command 
of a patrol of three men, and I dlscov-

cred that an Austrian detachment was 
barricaded under the railroad bridge 
close to the Isonzo. The Austrians 
wen- in a sort of tunnel, the entrance 
of which was protected with sandbags 
nnd timber. Our guns wero firing all 
over the place. I decided to enter the 
tunnel, and went In, pistol In hand, 
shouting 'Surrender V I ordered my 
three men to cover the officers with 
their rifles, telling them that so long 
as the officers did not move their men 
would not show any fight. And, In fact, 
that Is exactly what happened. 
. Sends for Help. 

"Five minutes passed and I was 
thinking to myself that It was impossi- 
ble to get the Austrians out. We dis- 
armed the officers and got them out, 
and I sent one of my three men to our 
lines to report that we had captured 
L'OO Austrians and needed re-enforce- 
ments. The man went to our lines and 
came back on his hands and knees, 
crawling to escape our fire, and report- 
ed that re-enforcements could not be 
sent before the artillery had ceased 
fire. We waited for a good bit, and I 
had to shout at the Austrians the whole 
time to keep them still. Finally the re- 
enforcements arrived and took the 
whole lot prisoners. 

"1 strolled toward the Isonzo and 
saw some men under cover. 'Do you 
want to come with me?' I asked them. 
They wanted to know where to and 
when I said Gorltz, of course, they re- 
plied that the Austrians were firing 
uguinst the bridge nnd that It was im- 
possible to cross It. 'I know that,' I 
said, 'but conic along all the same. 
We'll run for it and get to Gorltz all 
right.' 

"The soldiers hesitated Just for an 
Instant, but seeing that I was running 
toward the bridge; they followed me 
shouting ut the top of their voices: 
To Gorltz! To Gorltz!' We crossed 
the bridge on the run and got Into the 
city. It was empty. Some Austrians 
were coming toward us. I halted, took 
out my camera and snapped at them. 
They evidently thought It was a bomb 
or something like It, because they 
raised their arms and surrendered. 
Waves Flag on Roof. 

"We went on until we reached the 
railroad station. Here I got on the roof 
and waved the Italian flag I had with 
me In the direction of our lines beyond 
the Isonzo. I knew at once that my 
tlag had been H^vn, because I could 
hear the men cheering loud and long. 
I tied the flag to a pole and left It 
there, nnd when I got down from the 
roof the first detachments of Italian 
troops were rushing nt the double to- 
ward ''the city, which they entered 
shortly afterward." 

The Hag that Lieutenant BnruzzI 
hoisted over Gorltz was not larger than 
an ordinary pocket handkerchief, but 
lr was sufficient to provoke the cheers 
o? the men waiting beyond the river, 
nnd undoubtedly hastened their ad- 
vance and entry Into the city.

ture produced since tho war began. 1

Paris.— There are nearly 300 [citi- 
zens of the United States in ' the 
French army. More than 100 have 
been wounded and 25 have been 
killed. Hay* a personal friend of sev- 
eral of them be allowed to present 
tills company of brave men to France? 

Some — very few — have volunteered 
from love of war; for example, this 
youth of seven teem already wearing 
a stripe, who confessed to a comrade, 
"I love fighting, I love to make a 
charge, but what a bore the trenches 
are!" Others, perhaps a dozen, have 
welcomed a chance for adventures and 
have taken service, fnr less to defend 
a cause than to escape from a peace- 
ful, gray, monotonous existence, too 
shut off futo divisions by Inws and 
customs. 

Why They Enrollfed. 

But the great majority of these 
Americans, nnd It Is their glory as 
much as ours, have enrolled them- 
selves under our flag from lovo of 
France and right. 

I have before me a pile of letters 
that prove It. Those who wrote them, 
legionaries or aviators, sleep now on 
the Marae, In Artols, In Alsace, among 
our oxvii dead. Witnesses who fight 
till they are killed may be believed. 

Almost all belong to the" Intellectual 
class. The father of Chapman, who 
died for France at the age of twenty- 
six, Is one of tho first writers of his 
country, ' nnd his great-grandfather 
signed the famous Declaration •? 
Illghts which founded the American' 
republic. Kenneth Weeks, who died 
at twenty-six, on .Tune 16, 10113, at 
Glvenciiy, Is the author of "Five Im- 
practical Plays," "Science, Sentiments 
and Senses," works of art and phil- 
osophy which give the promise of a 
master thinker. 

Norman Prince belonged to one of 
the richest nnd most esteemed foiu? 
Illes of Boston. Alan Seeger, died 
on July -1 at Belloy-en-Santcrre, wroto 
some of the finest verse that the war 
has Inspired. As for KHIln Rockwell, 
that great soldier, whose loss his chief 
of escadrllie, announced with tho 
words. "The' bravest ami best of us Is 
no more," he descended from ancient 
Anglo-Norman stock, the famous 
Huron de Rochevllle, companion of 
William the Conqueror, being his di- 
rect ancestor. 

Refined and Loved Life. 

All these young men, the elite of 
Amerlcn's elite, were refined nnd loved 
life. They believed that the splendor 
of life was to struggle for Justice and 
right Sons of Washington and Lin- 
coln, they had the cult of democracy. 
They, were modern In every accept- 
ance of the term, hating violence and 
revering the dignity of man and of 
peoples. Above all they were men oC 
conscience, of pure and strong char- 
acters. 

An American who knows men sail 
to me: "Chapman anif**Klftln Rockwell 
are two of the noblest types of inenjl 
have met In my life." And such i 
the phalanx whose love we have wo i 
love, body and soul, love to death. 

Klflln Rockwell wrote to his brotlu i 
who had been wounded : "If Frame 
should be conquered I Would rat In. r 
die!" Why this sacred enthusiasm 
among citizens of a foreign nation? 
Rockwell often said: "I tun payin : 
for La Fayette and Uoehumboau. ' 
But the reason for their sacrifice fs 
more profound. 

These young Americans gave then - 
selves to France on August 4, 101* . 
because France was In their eyes ; 
knight, the knight of the highest hi ■ 
man Ideal that has Illumined theenrtl . 
So when a terrible horde loosened Ii ■ 
self upon her they crossed ;tlie ocea i 
as for a crusade. They ' were n 
swashbucklers dreaming only o 
wounds nnd bruises. No! They wer 
free and peaceful men who knew th 
price of liberty and peace. But th 
Teuton swashbucklers must bo mini 
zled. The I Inns from the Spree mm 
be beaten down to save the beauty o 
living for all the world! 

I knew Klfllri Rockwell, tall, stralgh 
and slender, full of nerves, but with I 
fierce will and something of a falco 
In his looks. Winn cured of his firs 
wound In August, 1010. he wrote 
•'More than ever 1 wnnt to live, !>u 
not for any egotist reuson. This wa 
has taught me many things. I wan 
to live now to do all the good I can 
But should I be killed during the war 
I have no fear of death, and I fee 
that there can bo no finer death."

Then one 
descends to the valley on toboggan, 
ski or skates, or vice versa, goes 
down first and returns by train to 
winter quarters. 

Races, compel I lions, ski excursions, 
sleigh drives, lco« carnivals and an 
equal variety of fascinating Indoor en- 
tertainments transplant the happy 
winter visitor Into a totally different 
world where sorrow and care soein to 
be banished nnd where every human 
being seems to realize that the best 
life after all Is found right next to 
nature's heart. 

Hut Christmas In Switzerland does 
not only indicate tho time when winter 
sports are beginning to be at their 
best; It signifies for the natives a pe- 
riod full of sacred mystery and tlm 
anniversary of many a- day particular- 
ly specified In ancient legends. 

In many parts of the country the 
Yuletlde customs and festivities still 
have their beginning on December (1, 
which Is the anniversary of St. Nich- 
olas. Markets and fairs are then held 
In villages and cities, and seeing that 
the old traditions prescribe for this 
tiny the purchasing of presents for the 
children, It is nn event of utmost Im- 
portance to nil youngsters. In some 
districts St. Nicholas parades around 
In person. In nn nttlre very similar to 
that of our American Santa Clans, gen- 
erally carrying a bag filled with ap- 
ples, prunes, nuts nnd homemade 
cookies which he distributes among 
tho children who have been obedient 
during the year. 

The next and In modern days tho 
mosi Important festive day of tho 
Whole Yulo season Is Christmas. His- 
tory relates that It was only in the 
year 354 that the Roman HIshop Ll- 
borlus designated December 25 us the 
birthday of Christ, ns the Romans re- 
garded this particular day ns the 
birthday of the sun, and as they were 



furthermore desirous of giving more 
religious Importance to two important^ 
Romnn festivals which also fell due In 
the same period. With the observation 
of Christmas day the ChristkindJI, de- 
scribed "as a lovely angel with wings," 
gradually started to toko old Santa's 
place In many sections of Switzerland; 
Chrlstldndll, the Christ Child, Is said 
to come from the far North ami always 
brings u wonderful Chrlstmns tree, 
decorated with all the glittering things 
associated with fairyland and heavily 
laden wlt^^lfold gifts. 

A pretty iegcfti£&hout the origin of 
the Chrlstmns tree tells us that In the 
beginning of the ninth century a cer- 
tain St. Wlnfrled went to preach 
Christianity to the people, in Scandi- 
navia aad northern Germany. One 
Chrlstmns eve these people were gath- 
ered round a huge oak to offer u hu- 
man sacrifice, according to the Druid 
priests, but St. Wlnfrled hewed down 
the great tree, and as It fell there ap- 
peared In Its place a tall young fir. 
When St*. Wlnfrled saw It he cried to 
the people that here was come a new 
tree, unstained by blood, which, in 
pointing to the sky, showed them what 
they were to worship. 

"It Is the Christ Child," he said. 
"Carry It to the castle of your chief, 
nnd. Ill future, Instead of the bloody 
rites of the Druids, your worship shall 
be in your own homes, with cere- 
monies that speak the message of* 
pence and good will to all. A day 
will come when there sbull not be a 
house in the North wherein on the 
birthday of Christ, the whole family 
shall not gather together round the 
fir tree In memory of this day and to 
the glory of the only Cod" 

In many parts of Switzerland tho 
peasants are still fervent believers In 
mystic powers nnd supernatural occur- 
rences which ancient traditions have 
reported to be prevalent during Christ- 
mastime. 

And when the happy Christmas days 
nre over, there comes New Year's eve, 
with Its .lolly social and family gather- 
ings and Its marvelously effective ring-

Strawberry Punch.— Boll together 
a pint each of sugar aud water, then 
sel It away to cool; Crush "three 
quarts of ripe berries and mid to them 
two (pm ris of water and let them stand 
In the Icehox.

Add this sirup to the juice ol| I wo 
lemons. Fill a glass full of crushed 
Ice; on top place two luscious berries 
sliced. Pour In the mixture arid then 
prepare to enjoy It. , 

Pinnrd.— Mix together two cupfuls 
of water, a cupful of sugar and the 
juice of three lemons and a can of 
shredded pineapple. Strain and pour 
over four cupfuls of chopped Ice. 

Duchess Punch.— This Is delightful 
when entertaining. Take one can of 
pineapple (the grated), four cupfuls 
of sugar, three cupfuls of water, one 
Vupful of strong tea, the juice of five 
lemons, the Juice of six oranges, two 
cupfuls of strawberry Juice, one cup- 
ful of maraschino cherries, a cluster 
of Delaware grapes and a few sprigs 
of mint. Boll the water, sugar and 
pineapple together for ten -minutes. 
When cool add the other Ingredients 
uml live quarts of Ice water. 

Cherry Julep.— Cherry is a delicious 
fruit juice for summer drinks. Boll 
together for five minutes two cupfuls 
of sugar and four cupfuls of water; 
then add one cupful of lemon Juice, 
three cupfuls of orange Juice ami 
three cupfuls of cherry juice. This 
will serve twelve punch glasses. 

Mint Tea.— This Is n good remedy 
for headache and If you like mint 
will enjoy this refreshing drink.
